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Council selects Robinson as new police chief

At the end of more than two hours spent 
interviewing the three top candidates for 
part-time police chief during a special 
meeting on Monday, the Belleville City 
Council members agreed informally that 
they all wanted David Robinson. 

At the regular meeting on Tuesday, they 
voted to make that selection official. It 
will be final after a background check 
and signing of a contract prepared by city 
attorney Steve Hitchcock. 

Robinson retired last July as deputy chief 
of the City of Dearborn Police Department 
after 30 years of service. 

He said he and his family have lived in 


Newport for the last 15 years and recently 
sold their home and moved to an historic 
home in downtown Monroe. He said his 
son can walk to high school and walk home 
from football practice. 

The moving and setting up his new home 
took much of the time after his retirement 
was final and then he was tapped on the 
shoulder by the Wayne County Mediation 
Services dispute resolution center and has 
served as interim director of that non-profit 
for the last four months. He said he just 
wrote the strategic plan for the non-profit 
and so they should be all right for a while. 

“My calling and passion is law 
enforcement,” he said. “That’s what I’m 
good at. When the opportunity came up 


here, it was almost perfect. Too perfect.” 
He said he likes small 
towns and grew up 
in Shelby Township 
40 years ago when 
it was a small town. 
And in Newport, he 
was on the Newport 
Firemen’s Association 
and volunteers on 
activities. He said he is 
sergeant-at-arms for the 
association. 

When he was questioned by council 
members, one by one, he replied that 
“happy workers take pride in their work 
when they understand” why decisions are

made. 

He said, if selected, he would go out 
to meet the majority of residents and a 
majority of business owners in the town. 

“I expect that within 90 days to six months 
I will shake every business owner’s hand 
in this town,” he said. 

He said he would do a lot of listening and 
learn from them and build relationships. 

“I will tell them, please be open and 
honest with me ... Pm a lifelong learner ... 
I need to know what people expect of the 
police and of me,” he said. 

He told of his experiences in Dearborn 
of forming groups and bringing all faith-

Romulus attorney challenges embattled judge

Alexandria Taylor, a Romulus attorney, 
has announced her candidacy for 34" 
District Court Judge, challenging Judge 
David Parrott who is facing a domestic 
violence charge and has gone on a leave 
of absence from his position for 45 to 60 
days. 

Judge Parrott, who also has appealed a Jan. 
25,2019 drunk driving charge in Manistee 
to the Michigan Court of Appeals, is up for 
reelection in November. 

Taylor, 39, and mother of three, is 


an adjunct professor at the University 
of Detroit Mercy 
School of Law and the 
managing attorney of 
Taylor Law Firm. She 
is a lifelong resident 
of Romulus and has 
presided as chairperson [| = 
of the Romulus Charter 
Commission for nearly ~ 
a decade. 

Taylor, a graduate of Romulus Community 
Schools, earned her bachelor of arts degree 
from Michigan State University, master of

arts degree from Eastern Michigan and her 
law degree from the University of Detroit 
Mercy School of law. She was admitted to 
the bar in 2011. 

Monday’s news release on her candidacy 
said she has extensive courtroom experience 
having formerly served as assistant city 
attorney for the cities of Woodhaven and 
Allen Park. In addition to practicing in 
local district and circuit courts, Taylor is 
also licensed in the Michigan Federal Court 
and the Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals. 

She ran for State Representative in the 
12" District in 2018 and was beaten in the 


primary by Alex Garza, who went on to 
win the seat. 

Taylor states she is committed to 
upholding integrity and honesty in the 
judiciary. 

In a Feb. 12 letter to 34 District Court 
Chief Judge Brian A. Oakley, Judge Parrott 
submitted his plans to step back from the 
bench temporarily. 

“Regardless of the merits of both of these 
matters, the mere fact that the allegations 
were made, warrants a searching evaluation

Library plans going-away party at Fred C. Fischer site

At 6 p.m. on Friday, Feb. 21, a big, going- 
away party is being thrown at the Fred C.

At the Feb. 11 meeting of the Belleville 
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Area District Library Board the details of 
that party were discussed. The soft opening 
of the new library is planned for Feb. 24, 
but that date is a “maybe” since details 
have to be completed in order to get a 
certificate of occupancy from the city. 
Architect Dan Whisler said it it highly 
unlikely that the new library will be able to 
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open on Feb. 24, but the 25* is a possibility. 
He said they will move the construction 
fencing from the old building to the new 
building. 

On Feb. 21 the Cross Town Horn Band 
will lead participants around the old library 
building and then inside for the party. There 
will be more music and light refreshments 
from the Bayou Grill and Fred C. Fischer 
is expected to be there. There will be lots 
of Mardi Gras-inspired necklaces and 
other decorations to get in the spirit of the 
celebration. 

Architect Whisler said the pavers have 


come for the terrace and they could go in 
later that week and the lighted railing for 
the terrace is coming. The panels at the rear 
of the terrace can’t go in until the railing is 
in place. 

He said 12 planters in a variety of sizes for 
the terrace are stored inside the building. 
All the furniture came in as scheduled and 
is stored, he said. 

He said the following week the library 
staff will be able to start moving into their 
work stations. He reported the 75-inch 
televisions have been delivered.

Police Chief disrupts meeting with 
complaints against Independent

Sumpter Township Public Safety Director/Police Chief 
completed his regular police report at the township board’s 
regular meeting on Feb. 11 and then launched into a vitriolic 
verbal attack on Independent editor Rosemary Otzman. 

He read part of an Independent story on the Jan. 14 
meeting where it is reported Chief Luke taunted former 
Trustee Sheena Barnes as she left the meeting room after 
she made comments on the destruction of write-in ballots 
for her past candidacy. 

Luke said, “I didn’t say it,” and then towered over Otzman 
as she sat in the audience next to the podium. He poked his 
finger at her ordering her to tell him who said that, in an 
intimidating manner. 

He asked Trustee Matt Oddy and Treasurer Ken Bednark 
if they heard the comments and they said they didn’t. 

Otzman said she would report that he said he didn’t say 
it. He thanked her for that. When he continued to boom 
out at her, asking who told her that, she replied it was two 
witnesses. 

Luke pulled out his cellphone and played a crystal-clear 
recording of that part of the meeting, until it got to the 
end when Barnes was leaving the meeting, then the very 
remarks he said proved he was right, were garbled and 
unintelligible. 

He said the words are: “It’s time to go, Sheena,” 
she replied, “Shut up.” 

Also, he said he said, “Have a good night,” 
replied, “Shut up.” 

Then Luke read a statement on integrity and claimed he 
had integrity and others lacked integrity. 

“After 26 years of honorable service, every time they 
defame me, I will stand up and respond,” Luke thundered 
before stalking off. 

Peggy Morgan and Jay Bardell said they heard the remarks 
made to Barnes and it was reported correctly. 

People in the audience said they were amazed that Luke 
had a clear video of the Jan. 14 meeting, since the one put out 
over Comcast had bad sound and couldn’t be understood by 
the audience. Also, the Freedom of Information Act request 
for a recording of the meeting came to the Independent 
with a notice that there was no charge because the sound

was so bad. That recording had excessive noise over the 
meeting video. 

Clerk Esther Hurst was presiding at the Feb. 11 meeting in 
the absence of Supervisor John Morgan. She allowed Luke 
to continue his tirade and no board members spoke against 
the hijacking of the business meeting, although one called 
with an apology a few days later. 

In other activities at the Feb. 11 meeting, the board: 

e Approved increasing the pay of election workers by $2 
per hour each to remain competitive with other communities 
in the area. This will be in effect starting with the March 
election. Current rates of pay were chair, $11; co-chairs, 
$10.50; and election inspectors, $10; 

e Removed from the agenda a request from Supervisor 
Morgan that read: “Approval for Treasurer’s project to 
correct errors made in switching the bank accounts from 
PNC to Comerica for the cost of $3,062.50.” Treasurer Ken 
Bednark objected to the word “errors,” saying switching 
banks to save money for the township is a big project and 
very complicated. Cari Ford of Post, Smythe, Lutz & Ziel 
of Wayne, who would get the fee, spoke on the matter, as 
did Township Financial Director Elle Cole. Oddy made a 
motion to remove the item from the agenda since it should 
have been put on by the treasurer; 

e Removed from the proposed agenda, before the final 
agenda was prepared, a proposal to extend by three years 
the contract of Human Resources Director Michelle 
Bellingham with a $5,000 raise, one more week of vacation 
pay (totaling five), and six months of severance pay if she 
is terminated without cause. Her current contract, which 
began Feb. 14, 2017 expired Feb. 13, 2020. No mention of 
this agenda item was made at the meeting; 

e Approved the attorney’s report by Rob Young with 
Young noting the approval of the report would include 
approval of a resolution to pay off pension liabilities 
between $150,000 and $160,000 for two police officers, 
as presented by Burnham Flowers. Whatever money is 
left will come back to the township when paid off, he said. 
The item was not otherwise on the agenda or in the agenda 
packet; 

¢ Heard Treasurer Bednark announce the treasurer’s office 
will no longer be open on board meeting night, since it is

Editorial 

Should Belleville 
cancel Strawberry 
Festival? 


Near the end of the Tuesday meeting of 
the Belleville City Council, Councilman 
Ken Voigt asked why the city holds the 
Strawberry Festival and what benefit is it 
to the city? 

He said in the beginning, 44 years ago, 
there were three churches, strawberry 
growers, and service clubs in town who 
benefited from the festival, which had 
entertainment and a very nice juried craft 
show in the bank parking lot. 

In the old days the Chamber would make 
$40,000 to $50,000 on the carnival rides 
and this funded the Chamber, he said. Last 
year $12,000 was cleared by the Chamber 
and the CBC made $3,500 off the crafters. 

Voigt said a profit of six figures is 
down to this. “Why are we doing this? 
Disrupting the town for four days without 
strawberries,” he asked. 

Mike Kole of the Chamber said he ran a 
small poll and found 70% of the Chamber 
members wouldn’t come to the festival. 
Most close their doors for that weekend. 
He said 40% of the money goes to two 
people. “We don’t need that $12,000. The 
people on Main Street, our members, don’t 
want it,” he said. 

The Strawberry Festival agreements 
with the city were up for approval and 
the council turned them over to the city 
manager for review. She will talk with 
the festival committee and the Chamber 
and come back with a recommendation. 
Festival or no festival?

Carolyn Bonanni, who will turn 90 on 
June 21, remembers getting her driver’s 
license in 1948 when she was 18 years 
old. She said Sumpter Township didn’t 
have a police station so she had to come to 
Belleville. She said she remembers Jerry 
Remus sitting at a high desk. 

She said she had no written test and no 
road test, but Remus asked her one question: 
“Who taught you to drive?” Her father had 
driven her to the police station and he told 
Remus that he taught his daughter to drive. 

Remus asked him if she was a good 
driver and her father answered, “Oh, yeah.” 
She learned to drive on a 1936 Ford with 
a clutch. “If your dad says you’re a good 
driver, here’s your license.” 

Mary Sherwood, also of Sumpter 
Township, told me she remembers getting 
her first driver’s license in 1950 at the 
Belleville Area Museum. That’s where the 
police station was in those days. 

She said she took the test and passed. It 
was lunch time and the police officer was 
in the station alone. He asked her, “Can you 
drive?” Sherwood said. “I drove here,” she 
replied. “OK. Here’s your license,” he said. 

She said her husband was leaving for 
a tour of duty in the Korean War and he 
wanted her to get her driver’s license before 
he left. 

Carolyn and Mary were inspired to tell 
their stories by Larry Baleja who I wrote 
about Feb. 6. He recalled getting his 
driver’s license at the Belleville Police 
Station in the late ‘70s or early ‘80s. He 
wondered if anyone else remembered going 
to the police department for a license. They 


certainly do. 
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A report from the Michigan Press 
Association last week noted that people in 
Secretary of State offices across the state 
are getting violent because of the long 
waits and the inability to get their requests 
completed. More than 50 critical incident 
reports filed with the Governor’s office 
were acquired in a Freedom of Information 
Act request. 

One of the problems is that average 
wait time has increased to roughly 51 
minutes compared to 43 minutes in 2018. 
The average wait was 33 minutes in 2017 
and 14 minutes in 2011. It was noted that 
Secretary of State Benson campaigned on 
a 30-minute guarantee for doing business 
with the SOS. 

Gov. Whitmer’s budget recommendation 
for fiscal year 2021 released last Thursday 
includes a proposed $790,000 to support 
a pilot program to provide uniformed 
personnel in five branch offices to increase 
security in cases of threatening or disorderly 
behavior. 

SOS has security guards at 28 of its 131 
branches now because a “law enforcement 
presence within the branch offices” could 
help deter people who may pose a threat 
and would provide support in case an 
incident happens. 

The FOIA reports showed a bullet 
through a window, customers threatening 
and throwing objects at clerks, and people 
fighting each other. 

Many people locally have complained 


about the Belleville Secretary of State’s 
office in person at our office, on social 
media, and at 34" District Court. One man 
told the judge he was driving without a 
license because he couldn’t wait any longer 
at SOS — and the judge sympathized with 
him saying he had to 
wait a long time, too.

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Belleville’s walker, 
Aleta Skomski, dies 
in her mobile home

Aleta Skomski, the woman who was 
seen out walking in all kinds of weather 
on various routes between Belleville, 
Van Buren Township, and Ypsilanti, was 
found dead in her home on Loza Lane in 
Lakeview Mobile Home Park in Belleville 
on Feb. 11. 

She was born March 27, 1949 and was 
70 years old. 

Linda LeBlanc, an owner of the mobile 
home park, said her husband noted that 
Aleta hadn’t paid her rent this month. 
LeBlanc said Aleta always paid it on the 
fourth of the month, without fail. And, they 
hadn’t seen her recently. 

She said she and her husband went to 
Aleta’s home in the evening. The home 
was dark. They knocked on the door but 
there was no answer. They had brought the 
door key with them, but the screendoor was 
locked, so they couldn’t get to the door. 

They called Belleville Police to request a 
welfare check and Cpl. Todd Schrecengost 
responded. The LeBlanc’s son pried open 
the screendoor and Cpl. Schrecengost 
unlocked the door. 

LeBlanc said she called out Aleta’s name 
and then their flashlight beam caught 
the figure of Aleta on her couch in the 
darkened home. An ambulance came out 
and she was pronounced dead. 

LeBlanc said Schrecengost told them 
he believed she had been gone a week or 
longer. Police are trying to contact family 
members. The phone number LeBlanc 
had for Aleta’s sister, Nadine, no longer is 
good. 

Aleta has been a regular point of concern 
to community members who tried to pick 
her up to help her with her walking trips, 
but she seldom allowed anyone to help her. 
Sometimes she would accept rides with 
women. 

Anyone with any information on how to 
contact the family is asked to call Belleville 
Police. A funeral service or mass may be 
set and a Go Fund Me account could be set 
up to help pay for expenses.

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somebody knew someone was reaching a 
point of confict and they found they can 
help kids before they reach an emergency 
situation. He said he worked with the chief 
prosecutor in Wayne County and had a 
candid conversation with Prosector Kym 
Worthy on a program. He said now four 
or five of these cases are in the mediation 
center. 

When asked about the biggest challenge 
in law enforcement, Robinson said the 
biggest challenge is people having faith 
that police are going to show up and help 
them. He said police have to gain the trust 
because of the many negative stories about 
police. He said there are video cameras 
rolling showing police doing what they 
shouldn’t be doing. 

When asked how he would unify the 
Belleville police force, he said he would 
meet with each officer, “make ‘em dinner, 
tell them about me, so they’ll know I’m 
here for you ... build their trust.” 

“Im not here to change their daily 
life,” he said, he plans to quickly get a 
temperature of how they view themselves 
and what equipment they need and what 
training they would like. 

When asked about retention of officers, 
he said he sat on a panel in Washington, 
D.C. on retention. He said in Dearborn 
they start a youth program at age 14 where 
they are paid interns, called cadets. He said 
there is some tuition reimbursement to 
become cops. 

He said Dearborn hired seven or eight of 
these cadets later as officers. 

“We should be talking to kids at a 
young age,” he said. “It’s marketing. Find 
recruits interested in service and give them 
something to be proud of.” 

He said police work is a calling and a 
passion, not a job. And, for retention of 
officers, “Make them love it here so much, 
they don’t want to leave.” 

Also interviewed were Kevin Bias, 
retired from Northville Police Department, 
and David Egeler, retired from Washtenaw 
County Sheriff’s Department.

of my relations, as well as my physical, 
emotional and mental state,” he wrote. 
Parrott said he was “deeply disappointed” 
in himself “for being in the position of 
even responding to these embarrassing 
situations.”

In the meantime, his court docket will 
be split between the other two judges and 
magistrates at the court.

There will be no additional costs incurred 
to the court when other sitting judges are 
asked to fill in. Parrott will continue to 
receive his salary. 


Parrott is due in 35™ District Court in 
Plymouth at 8:30 a.m. on Feb. 28 for 
his pretrial on the domestic violence 
misdemeanor charge. He is free on $2,500 
personal bond. 

His misdemeanor, single-vehicle, drunk- 
driving accident charge in Manistee 
County from a Dec. 25, 2018 incident is 
being appealed to the Michigan Court of 
Appeals, which has agreed to hear the case.
